Seaby  Auctions  1986 

In  1984  we  catalogued  the  G.  R.  Arnold  collection  of  Roman  denarii  from  the 
Severan  period  for  sale  at  Glendining.  As  readers  of  the  Bulletin  will  know  the  sale  was 
an  unqualified  success  with  estimates  being  exceeded  by  some  £8,000.  Cataloguing  the 
Arnold  Sale  was  our  first  major  involvement  in  auctions  since  1974  when  Glendining 
hosted  a  Seaby  Auction  Ltd.  sale  of  ancient  coins.

COVER  STORY 


Quincentenary  of  the  Battle  of  Bosworth  Field,  August  22nd  1485 

The  two  main  protagonists  of  the  battle  of  Bosworth  were  Richard  III  and  Henry 
Tudor  ( Henry  VII).  Choice  examples  of  their  respective  coins  appear  on  the  cover  and 
as  E252  and  E253  in  our  English  list.  The  mintmark  on  the  Richard  III  coin  is  a  boar's 
head  -  the  boar  was  his  personal  badge. 

Richard’s  death  in  the  battle  marked  the  end  of  the  Plantagenet  dynasty,  begun  by 
Henry  II  in  1 154.  It  was  also  the  last  major  battle  in  the  Wars  of  the  Roses  between  the 
Houses  of  Lancaster  and  York,  establishing  the  Tudor  dynasty.  Significantly  the  battle 
also  marked  the  end  of  the  English  Mediaeval  age  giving  way  to  the  English  Renaissance 
and  a  subsequent  age  of  political  stability,  trade,  exploration,  etc. 

The  events  leading  to  the  battle  began  over  100  years  previously  and,  although 
complicated,  are  fascinating  to  explore  both  historically  and  numismatically,  and  I 
commend  them  to  you.  Much  has  been  written  and  discussed  about  the  life  and 
character  of  Richard  III  and  I  do  not  propose  to  deal  with  those  issues  here.  However,  it 
may,  on  the  22nd  of  August,  be  worth  remembering  Richard  as  a  brave  king,  the  last  of 
his  line,  who  died  fighting  sword  in  hand,  charging  at  the  head  of  his  troops  500  years  ago 
on  Bosworth  field  outside  Leicester. 

There  will  be  numerous  events  in  the  area  to  mark  the  anniversary  and  the  battlefield 
itself  is  now  the  centre  of  a  fine  history  trail  and  exhibition  hall,  recently  enlarged.

Three  outstanding  articles  are  included  in  the 
Spring  1985  issue  of  Medallic  Sculpture.  John 
Cook,  United  States  delegate  to  FIDEM 
(Federation  Internationale  de  la  Medaille)  and 
professor  of  art  at  Pennsylvania  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  leads  off  with  “Where  Now?  A  Situation 
Report  on  the  American  Medal".  Elvira  Clain- 
Stefanelli,  executive  director  of  the  National 
Numismatic  Collections  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  addresses  the  delicate  and  impres¬ 
sive  medallic  works  of  Victor  David  Brenner, 
famed  designer  of  the  Lincoln  cent,  in  her 
article  “V.  D.  Brenner".  Finally,  “Lauffer's 
Medal  Cabinet"  by  Dr  Alan  M.  Stahl,  AMSA 
president  and  associate  curator  of  Medals  and 
Decorations  at  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  examines  medals  issued  in  1742  by 
Caspar  Gottlieb  Lauffer  of  Nuremburg,  Ger¬ 
many. 

Employing  an  83  x  11-inch  format,  the  12-

BOOK  REVIEWS 


COINS  OF  CANADA  by  J.  A.  Haxby  and  R.  C. 
Willey.  The  IJnitrade  Press,  127  Cartwright 
Avenue,  Toronto,  Ontario  M6A  1V4,  Canada. 
6th  edition,  1985.  211  X  135  mm.  208  pp,  illus¬ 
trations  in  the  text.

Judge  not  a  book  by  its  title!  Anyone  who 
buys  Coins  of  Canada  will  get  much  more  than 
they  expected  for  it  not  only  provides  a  compre¬ 
hensive  listing  of  Canadian  coins  but  also 
covers,  in  some  detail,  the  many  tokens  which 
were  put  into  circulation  as  well  as  Canadian 
paper  money  right  up  to  the  latest  issues. 

The  title  was  originally  published  in  1971  by 
the  Western  Publishing  Company,  producers  of 
the  famous  Whitman  range  of  numismatic 
books  and  accessories.  When  Western  cur¬ 
tailed  its  numismatic  activities  the  title  went 
north  of  the  border  and  this  is  the  second 
edition  to  be  published  by  the  Unitrade  Press. 

We  are  told  at  the  beginning  of  the  book  that 
“the  sixth  edition  of  Coins  of  Canada  has  been 
completely  reset  in  a  new  and  larger  format. 
Many  new  illustrations  have  been  added  with 
expanded  listings  and  data  to  provide  the  col¬ 
lector  with  even  more  information  than  ever 
before.  Completely  new  sections  include  Speci¬ 
men  Sets  from  1858  to  1976,  Bullion  Guide  for 
common  silver  and  gold  coins  and  a  Glossary." 

The  introduction  gives  us  a  historical  outline 
of  the  British  North  American  Colonies  and  the 
conflicts  resulting  from  different  religious  and 
traditional  backgrounds  which  have  been 
repeated,  and  are  still  being  repeated,  the 
world  over. 

Canada's  numismatic  history  can  be  divided 
into  three  quite  distinct  periods  —  the  French 
Colonial  period,  the  British  Colonial  period 
and  the  post-Confederation  period. 

Although  New  France  was  founded  in  1608  it 
was  not  until  1 070  that  Louis  XIV  authorized  a 
distinct  coinage  for  Canada  and  the  other 
French  colonies  in  the  Western  hemisphere. 
The  Paris  Mint  struck  200,000  5-sol  and  40,000 
15-sol  pieces  in  silver  which,  from  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  the  reverse,  are  known  as  the  Gloriam 
Regni  issue.  Approval  was  also  given  for  the 
striking  of  copper  2-deniers  or  “doubles"  but 
only  a  few  specimens  were  struck  and  none 
were  issued  for  circulation.  A  specimen  is  illus¬ 
trated  in  the  catalogue  and  described  as 
“unique".  Other  French  Colonial  pieces  were 
struck  and  circulated  alongside  ordinary 
French  coins. 


There  was,  however,  often  an  acute  shortage 
of  coinage  and  in  1685,  in  order  to  pay  the 
troops,  Jacques  de  Meulles,  the  Intendant  of 
New  France,  had  to  resort  to  the  device  of 
making  currency  out  of  playing  cards,  which 
was  the  only  type  of  paper  suitable  and  avail¬ 
able  in  sufficient  quantity.  When  coins  became 
available  the  cards  were  redeemed  and  reten¬ 
tion  of  the  “promise  to  pay"  after  the  redemp¬ 
tion  date  was  punishable  by  death  which  was  an 
effective  way  of  stopping  any  would-be  collec¬ 
tors  in  the  ranks  and  has  meant  that  no  original 
pieces  have  survived.  However,  some  of  the 
later  issues  made  on  plain  white  card  do  exist 
but  are  extremely  rare. 

From  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris  in 
1763  until  the  introduction  of  decimal  currency 
in  the  Province  of  Canada  in  1858  it  was  left  to 
individuals  to  provide  currency  for  their  every¬ 
day  needs  and  this  they  did  in  various  ways. 
Many  issued  paper  tokens  and  the  Spanish 
milled  dollar  circulated  extensively. 

Although  there  was  a  superfluity  of  paper 
money  there  was  always  a  chronic  shortage  of 
small  change  which  led  to  the  issuance  of  half¬ 
penny  and  penny  tokens,  some  bearing  the 
issuer’s  name  and  others  issued  anonymously. 
Many  were  imported  from  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  various  foreign  coins  were  also  pressed  into 
service.  Counterfeits  and  evasions  circulated 
side  by  side  with  the  genuine  pieces  —  a  fami¬ 
liar  story  indeed,  common  to  most,  if  not  all,  of 
the  British  Colonies. 

Decimal  currency  was  introduced  to  the 
Province  of  Canada  in  1858,  to  Nova  Scotia  and 
New  Brunswick  in  1861  and  to  Newfoundland 
in  1865.  With  it  came  the  only  offical  coins 
issued  by  the  British  Government  for  the  Cana¬ 
dian  provinces  prior  to  Confederation.  Prince 
Edward  Island,  which  had  at  first  remained  out 
of  the  Confederation,  has  only  one  decimal 
coin  to  its  credit  —  the  cent  of  1871  which  is  a 
type-set  all  on  its  own. 

Although  Confederation  took  place  in  1867, 
it  was  not  until  1870  that  the  first  coinage 
appeared  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  London.  A  tempor¬ 
ary  expedient  was  adopted  in  the  form  of  25- 
cent  notes  to  supplement  the  coinage  and  these 
proved  to  be  so  popular  that  they  continued  to 
be  issued  for  over  sixty  years.  The  issue  of  these 
“shinplasters"  only  ceased  in  1935  when  the 
first  Bank  of  Canada  notes  came  into  circula¬ 
tion. 
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Until  1908  all  Canadian  coins  were  produced 
in  England  at  the  Royal  Mint  or  at  the  I  leaton 
Mint  in  Birmingham,  hut  this  practice  ceased 
when  the  Ottawa  Mint  was  opened  as  a  branch 
of  the  Royal  Mint  It  was  taken  over  in  1931  by 
the  Federal  Government  and  became  known  as 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mint. 

Since  visiting  the  Ottawa  Mint  and  the  Bank 
of  Canada  Currency  Museum  some  four  years 
ago,  Canadian  numismatics  has  been  one  of  this 
reviewer's  favourite  series  and  so  it  was  a  plea¬ 
sure  to  receive  this  book  for  review.  While  the 
content  is  admirable  one  could  have  wished  for 
a  more  chronological  treatment  and  the  "per¬ 
fect  binding"  was  often  less  than  perfect.  It 
does  not  contribute  to  the  enjoyment  of  a  book 
to  be  constantly  struggling  with  the  binding  in 


order  to  read  the  beginning  or  end  of  lines.  T  his 
could  be  overcome  in  future  editions  bv  dec¬ 
reasing  the  width  of  the  text  area. 

Mintages  are  given,  where  known,  also 
valuations  in  up  to  eight  grades.  Some  of  these, 
selected  at  random,  appeared  to  be  a  little  on 
the  high  side. 

1  his  is  obviously  a  popular  book  for  collec¬ 
tors  of  the  series.  According  to  the  publishers 
the  previous  edition  sold  out  last  August  and.  as 
publication  of  the  sixth  edition  was  delayed, 
they  were  inundated  with  calls  from  dealers  and 
collectors  during  the  four-month  interim.  Now 
that  the  callers  have  received  this  new  edition 
we  re  sure  that  they  will  fee!  it  was  well  worth 
waiting  for.

CHRISTMAS  1124: 

END  OF  HENRY  I  TYPE  XIV  ? 

by 

DAVID  WALKER 

I  read  with  interest  Mr  Gomm's  suggestion 1  that  the  sacking  of  the  majority  of  moneyers 
at  the  end  of  type  XIV2  can  be  equated  with  the  events  of  Christmas  1124.  1 1  is  Tables 
appear  to  support  his  argument  and  if  the  modifications  proposed  by  Marion  Archi- 
bold'.  that  type  IX  should  follow  type  VI.  and  Michael  Dolley4,  that  type  XI  should 
precede  type  X,  are  taken  into  consideration  the  modified  Tables  appear  even  more 
conclusive. 

However  closer  examination  of  the  Tables  shows  that  the  number  of  moneyers 
recorded  for  most  types  is  small,  never  more  than  36  and  generally  less  than  20.  This 
means  that  the  difference  between  the  expected  and  the  actual  number  of  survivors  is 
going  to  be  small  and,  to  take  an  extreme  case,  it  is  possible  for  type  VIII  to  appear  at 
any  position  and  not  have  a  difference  greater  than  ±  2.  It  is  therefore  disquieting  to  see 
that  of  the  three  types  for  which  the  number  of  moneyers  recorded  for  the  type  is  large 
enough  for  the  results  to  be  meaningful,  types  VII ,  X  and  XIII.  two  show  comparitively 
large  differences.  There  is  no  way  of  knowing  how  valid  Dolley's  1/7  factor  is  but  one 
suspects  that  it  is  no  more  than  an  approximation  and  when  used  to  calculate  the 
reduction  over  several  types  likely  to  produce  large  inaccuracies. 

There  is.  however,  a  more  serious  objection  to  Mr  Gomm's  argument.  If  he  equates 
the  end  of  type  XIV  with  I  124  then  fourteen  types  have  to  be  fitted  in  between  1 100  and 
1124,  an  average  of  less  than  two  years/type  which,  as  Dolley's  factor  is  based  on  a 
triennial  cycle,  immediately  questions  the  validity  of  Table  1  and  hence  Table  2. 

The  evidence  of  the  Lincoln  Hoard"  suggests  that  between  type  VII  and  type  XIV 
either  the  length  of  issue  of  each  type,  or  the  number  of  coins  of  each  type  struck,  or 
both,  varied.  This  apparent  lack  of  uniformity  of  course  invalidates  this  type  of  analysis. 

It  can  be  seen  therefore  that  Mr  Gomm's  argument  can  be  questioned  on  several 
points  but  this  of  course  does  not  mean  that  the  events  of  Christmas  1  1 24  could  not  ha\  e 
resulted  in  the  end  of  type  XIV.

A  BOX  OF  CALIFORNIA  GOLD 

by 

J.  R.  P.  KING 

The  data  presented  here  is  novel,  as  far  as  the  writer  can  ascertain,  to  any  British  publication 
although  mention  has  been  found  regarding  this  subject  in  an  American  journal  issued  in 
1972.'  In  the  light  of  independent  research  undertaken  over  the  past  five  years  a  detailed 
schedule  is  offered,  not  only  to  add  new  pieces  and  make  corrections  to  the  American  listing, 
but  to  solicit  comments,  criticisms  and  additions.  Indepth  study  has  proven  extremely  difficult 
as,  in  the  words  of  the  editors  of  the  aforementioned  journal,  “The  set  described  here  is  one  of 
the  most  rare  and  expensive  non-gold  items  of  Americana,  1849.” 

Unless  stated  to  the  contrary,  all  items  listed  are  from  the  writer’s  collection  or  have  been 
inspected. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  BOXES  AND  CONTENTS 


BOX  I.  Brass  circular,  measuring  23  mm  in  diameter  by  3  mm  deep  with  a  push  fit  lid. 

Lid.  A  harbour  scene  depicting  a  three-mast  ship,  three  rowing  boats  in  the  process  of  transporting 
men  and/or  goods;  two  large  buildings  and  a  number  of  people  active  on  the  wharf.  The  exergue  con 
tains  in  three  lines,  the  last  being  curved,  “FMIGRATION//TO//CALIFORNIA”,  all  within  a  dotted 
circle. 

Base.  A  contemporary  mining  scene  showing  three  miners  digging  and  panning  for  gold  in  and 
around  a  river  bed  with  mountains  in  the  background.  “CALIFORNIA”  above,  “  1849”  in  the  exergue, 
all  within  a  dotted  circle. 


BOX  2.  Brass  circular,  measuring  23  mm  in  diameter  by  4  mm  deep  with  a  push  fit  lid. 

Lid.  A  view  of  a  castle  having  in  front  trees,  bushes,  buildings  and  a  river.  In  foreground  a  river  bank 
and  large  tree  to  right.  “WINDSOR//C ASTLE”  in  two  lines  in  exergue,  all  within  a  dotted  circle. 

Base.  The  Royal  Coat  of  Arms  within  a  dotted  circle.  The  inclusion  of  this  item  was  deemed 
necessary  to  aid  explanation  of  the  relationship  between  boxes  No.  1  and  No. 3. 

N.B.  For  the  contents  of  this  box  see  “Miniatures  of  Queen  Victoria,  etc.”  by  D.  F..  Magnay.  Spink 
Numismatic  Circular ,  February  1980,  pp. 44—45. 

BOX  3.  Brass  circular,  measuring  23  mm  in  diameter  by  3  mm  deep  with  a  push  fit  lid. 

Lid.  As  Box  2. 

Base.  As  Box  I . 

This  box  was  originally  recorded  with  details  of  lid  and  base  reversed  but,  suspecting  this 
to  be  erroneous,  enquiries  were  made  to  it’s  then  owner.  Dr  G.  Fuld,  who  confirmed  this  to  be 
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so.  Dr  Fuld  purchased  this  box  from  Jacques  Schulman  of  Amsterdam  over  twenty  years  ago 
and  it  contained  one  each  of  the  following:  $j  brass,  $y  brass,  $1  brass  and  $5  nickel,  all  in 
mint  condition.  The  empty  box  was  lot  1049  of  the  Keuthe  Collection  in  the  sale  conducted 
by  Bowers  &  Ruddy  Galleries  of  Los  Angeles  on  June  1 1  — 12,  1982  and  sold  for  $200.  All 
available  data  leads  the  writer  to  conclude  that  this  box  is  a  concoction,  although  probably 
originating  from  the  manufacturers.  Experimentation  using  Box  1,  Box  2  and  the  Wellington 
Box2  reveals  that  all  lids  and  bases  are  interchangeable.

Reverse:  Numeral  “1”  within  wreath,  “CALIFORNIA”  above,  “MODEL  DOLLAR”  below. 
Brass,  13  mm,  upright  reverse,  milled  edge. 

C3a.  As  C3  but  silvered  brass  (D.  E.  Magnay  collection). 

C3b.  As  C3  but  inverted  reverse. 

C4.  |  EAGLE  (2j  DOLLARS). 

Obverse:  American  eagle  with  shield  on  breast,  circle  of  thirteen  stars  surrounding  it. 

Reverse:  “MODEL//QUARTER//F.AGLE”  in  three  lines  within  olive  wreath. 

15  mm,  reeded  edge. 

The  above  piece  has  not  been  viewed  and  the  description  is  taken  from  the  TA.M.S.  Journal ,  Volume 
13,  No.  1,  February  1973,  page  21,  Ref.No.  CMi-5.  Obviously  an  incomplete  or  could  well  be  an 
erroneous  description. 


C5.  j  EAGLE  (5  DOLLARS). 

Obverse:  American  eagle  with  arrows  in  left  talon,  sprig  in  right,  shield  on  breast,  thirteen  stars 
around. 
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Reverse :  “MODEL//HALF//F.AGLE”  within  wreath,  in  three  lines;  “CALIFORNIA”  above; 

“1849”  below. 

Brass,  18  mm,  upright  reverse,  milled  edge. 

C5a.  As  C5  but  in  nickel  (German  Silver).  Not  viewed  but  reported  (personal  communication)  by  Dr 

G.  Fuld. 

N.B.  Coins  marked  brass  appear  in  most  cases  to  have  a  light  gilt  finish. 

After  much  cogitation  the  writer  is  unable  to  state  categorically  what  constitutes  an  “as 
issued  set"  as  only  four  boxes  are  known  in  the  U.K.,  and  of  these  one  was  obtained  empty. 
Two  contained  only  one  coin  each,  the  $y,  and  the  last  box  held  $|,  $y  and  $1  coins.  This 
fourth  example  is  possibly  “a  set"  despite  the  evidence  presented  by  the  Dr  Fuld  box  holding 
the  additional,  so  far  unique,  nickel  $5  coin.  The  brass  $5  pieces  turn  up  far  more  frequently 
than  any  of  the  other  coins  and  are  also  found  with  varying  degrees  of  wear  indicating 
possible  use  as  gaming  counters  etc.  The  remaining  denominations  are  normally  only  found 
as  struck. 

All  evidence  collected  relating  to  the  pieces  under  discussion  point  directly  to  their  emission 
from  the  factory  operated  by  the  esteemed  partnership  of  John  Allen  and  Joseph  Moore  of 
Birmingham,  England,  and  manufactured  during  the  year  1849,  the  date  present  on  both  the 
box  and  coins. 

It  might  interest  readers  to  learn  that  two  of  the  four  boxes  known  to  the  writer  originated 
from  collections  formed  during  the  Victorian  era.  The  first  (writer's  collection)  was 
purchased,  for  a  very  modest  sum,  with  an  example  of  Box  2  plus  a  Prince  of  Wales’  model 
box  (both  Allen  and  Moore  products)  complete  with  their  Victorian  newspaper  wrappings 
from  an  antique  dealer  who,  when  pressed,  divulged  that  they  had  come  from  a  house 
clearance.  The  second  (E.Greenhalgh  collection)  was  acquired  at  auction  in  1967  with  an 
example  of  Box  2  plus  a  Wellington  Box  (both  Allen  and  Moore  products).  These  three  boxes 
with  their  contents  constituted  part  of  a  much  larger  assemblage  of  numismatic  items  con¬ 
ceived  during  the  last  century. 

Although  no  contemporary  documentary  evidence  has  been  found  to  explain  the  reason  for 
the  issue  of  the  boxes  and  coins  described  above,  the  writer  feels  that  they  were  commemora¬ 
tive  novelties  offered  to  the  public  at  large  as  a  purely  commercial  exercise.  To  test  this  theory 
it  is  necessary  to  examine  all  three  issues  that  form  this  series,  namely  the  California,  Windsor 
Castle  and  Wellington  boxes,  plus  their  contents. 

Samples  of  the  first  box  with  its  (as  yet  undetermined)  contents  were  undoubtedly  released 
at  a  time  when  public  attention  was  focussed  on  the  great  exodus  of  settlers  who  were  joining 
the  Californian  Gold  Rush,  but  from  the  rarity  of  this  set  it  would  appear  that  they  were  not 
popular.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Windsor  Castle  box  containing  its  eight  medallions,  issued 
most  likely  just  after  the  birth  of  Queen  Victoria's  sixth  child  (Princess  Louisa,  18  March 
1848)  when  public  rejoicing  was  still  at  a  peak,  proved  to  be  most  acceptable  to  the  mul¬ 
titudes  as  they  are  still  abundant.  The  Wellington  box  holding  its  six  medallions  at  first  caused 
rejection  of  the  theory.  Why  should  anyone  wish  to  commemorate  the  Peninsular  War  some 
35  years  after  its  close?  The  answer  came  from  reading  British  Battles  and  Medals  by  Major 
L.  L.  Gordon  (5th  edition)  which  states  that  the  Military  General  Service  medal  ( 1  793-18  14) 
was  not  authorized  until  1  June  1847  and  not  issued  until  the  following  year.  There  was  a 
further  delay  until  1850  for  the  authorization  of  the  first  bar  (Egypt).  The  Peninsular  War 
would  therefore  have  again  been  in  the  public  eye  although  the  set  itself  would  appear  to  have 
been  unpopular  as  few  are  known.

Topography 

The  Northamptonshire  village  of  Boughton  lies  on  the  eastern  edge  of  the  A508  road,  at  a 
distance  of  some  three  miles  northward  along  it  from  the  commercial  centre  of  Northampton, 
just  beyond  the  present  boundary  of  the  borough.  A  minor  road  in  a  generally  easterly  direc¬ 
tion  from  Boughton  leads  to  Moulton,  running  at  first  S.E.  by  E.  and  then  swerving  north¬ 
westwards.  Just  before  that  bend,  it  has  a  fork  south-westwards  which  shortly  meets 
Boughton  Green  Road,  an  eastward  turn  from  the  A508  at  Kingsthorpe  which  then  bears 
south-eastwards  as  Boughton  Lane  leading  to  the  A43. 

Boughton  Green  is  an  area  of  fields  along  the  S.E.  by  E.  stretch  of  the  Boughton-Moulton 
road;  without  buildings  except  the  remains  of  Boughton’s  former  village  church  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  which  has  been  in  ruins  for  at  least  150  years.  (This  is  the  historic  Boughton 
Green;  the  same  name  has  been  given  to  a  modern  housing  estate  nearby  on  south-west, 
within  the  borough  boundary.  The  centre  of  Boughton  Green  is  the  triangular  plot,  grid 
bearing  SP  764655  (OS  1:50,000  First  series),  formed  by  the  arms  of  the  above  road  fork 
and,  as  its  eastern  edge,  a  slip  road  (of  perhaps  more  recent  origin)  cut  across  those  arms  to 
link  traffic  from  Kingsthorpe,  etc.,  to  the  Moulton-ward  road  at  its  bend.  On  the  eastern  edge 
of  this  slip  road  is  a  high  bank  concealing  the  field  beyond  (which  as  just  indicated  may  once 
have  continued  as  far  as  the  fork). 

History 

In  the  year  1342  a  Charter  was  granted  to  Sir  Thomas  Green  for  holding  an  annual  3-day 
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Fair  at  the  site  subsequently  named  Boughton  Green.  Day  1  was  devoted  to  selling  wooden 
ware  and  other  goods,  in  the  (now)  triangular  plot.  Day  2  marked  a  sporting  event  watched 
by  the  local  gentry,  held  in  the  above-mentioned  field  east  of  it.  Day  3  was  for  selling  horses 
and  cattle,  on  the  field  west  of  it.  The  annual  fair  continued  over  the  centuries  until  in  1916 
the  charter  was  revoked,  the  land  being  taken  for  Army  training  while  war  continued.  Until 
ruined  by  Army  trenches,  the  triangular  plot  had  contained  an  old  stone  lodge  used  locally  for 
inflicting  punishment,  miscreants  having  to  crawl  over  the  sharp  granite  floor  of  a  maze  (it  is 
not  known  whether  they  included  utterers  of  false  coins).  There  was  a  full-scale  revival  of  the 
fair  in  1927  (there  may  have  been  other  revivals  in  preceding  years  or  subsequently). 

The  hoard  spot 

The  hoard  reported  here  was  found  in  stages,  but  all  within  an  area  often  square  yards,  on 
the  surface  of  the  soil  after  ploughing.  It  was  found  by  Mr  George  Smith  of  Northampton 
during  successive  prospectings  in  1976-84  in  a  shallow  gully,  grid  ref.  SP  765654.  in 
Boughton  Green's  east  Held,  close  to  and  running  parallel  with  the  mentioned  high  bank. 

Contents  of  the  hoard 

The  finds  wer  q  forged  last-issue  shillings  of  George  III  of  three  dates,  all  in  uncirculated  slate. 
(  Worn  George  III  forgeries  from  other  parts  of  the  area  are  not  germane  to  this  report.)  The 
initial  find,  in  1976.  was  a  stack  of  four  dated  1817  from  a  single  pair  of  dies,  with  intervening 
tissue  paper  which  had  become  like  glue  and  had  given  a  yellowish  tinge  to  the  silver  coating: 
the  brass  core,  where  visible,  had  turned  black  by  soil  action.  No  container  appeared.  Subsc 
quently  up  to  two  items  per  year  were  found  lying  singly;  the  total  (so  far)  is  16.  comprising 
1 3  dated  1817  (12  yellowish,  one  black;  two  dated  1819  (black),  each  date  from  a  single  pair 
of  dies,  and  one  dated  1820  (black).  Details:

Comments 

a.  The  deposit  presumably  represents  unissued  change  held  by  bookmakers  or  refreshment 
stallholders. 


b.  The  items  of  all  three  dates  show  the  sophisticated  die  sinking  (especially  of  the  reverses) 
and  manufacture  (including  grained  edges)  that  are  clearly  indicative  of  Birmingham  origin. 
Each  date,  however,  shows  individuality  of  treatment  (in  especially  portrait  and  harp,  also 
there  is  the  oversized  flan  of  the  main  date)  which,  from  experience  of  the  general  run  of 
numismatic  discs  mass-produced  by  private  enterprise  during  the  reign,  means  that  three 
separate  workshops  were  involved.  Yet  all  16  may  still  have  been  a  single  utterer's  stock: 
counterfeiting  needs  to  have  a  chain  of  distribution  from  maker  to  retailer  to  make  tracing 
back  difficult,  involving  brokers  and  local  agents. 

c.  The  1820  item  belongs  to  what  the  present  writer  regards  as  the  standard  scries,  the  issues 
of  a  particular  manufacturer  (still  unidentified)  who  produced  a  full  series  of  near  replica 
forgeries  of  all  the  denominations  and  issues  of  George  III  nineteeth-century  silver  coinage 
and  Bank  of  England  tokens,  including  every  date  1816-20  of  the  shillings.
